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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 02/23/2006 has been received and entered. Claims 7-12 
and 17 are remain pending in the application. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action dated 1 1/29/2005 is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 7-10, 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
lizuka et al., US Patent No. 6,515,720. 

The appUed reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
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102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C, 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 . 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another/' or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

The above claims are anticipated by lizuka et al. figures 3, 6-7 and accompanying text 
which disclose a liquid crystal display (LCD) device with an array substrate having an upper side 
and a lower side comprising: 

, a signal line (50); 

. a scanning line (51); 

, a pixel electrode (53); 

. an auxiliary capacity electrode (61); 

. an auxiliary capacity feeder (52); 

, a first wiring layer (conductive layer formed inside contact hole 79); 

. a second wiring layer (SOD), wherein the second wiring layer and the auxiliary capacity 
feeder being not vertically superposed onto each other (see figure 3); 

. a third wiring layer (80A), wherein the first wiring layer formed on a layer closer to the 
lower side of the array substrate than the second wiring layer as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Kmitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
